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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Juaire 
et al (4,574,025). 

The Juaire et al reference discloses a method of manufacturing wall panel 31 of 
a portable restroom comprising: applying heat to a first polymer sheet 10; pressing a 
first mold 17 into contact with the first polymer sheet 10; applying a vacuum to the first 
polymer sheet 10 and the first mold 17; forming a plurality of reinforcement ribs 
21 ,22,23 in a surface of the first sheet (shown in Figs. 2, 4); applying heat to a second 
polymer sheet 1 1 ; pressing the second polymer sheet 1 1 into contact with a second 
mold 19 forming a "substantially smooth" central region without ribs over a "substantially 
flat surface" (the central door portion 31 of the bottom sheet 1 1 shown in Fig. 1 and Fig; 
4); applying a vacuum to the second polymer sheet 1 1 and the second mold 19; and 
bringing first polymer sheet 10 into contact with the second polymer sheet 1 1 at the 
plurality of reinforcement ribs (the downwardly extending ribs between ribs 21 and 28 
contacting and joining the bottom sheet and also contacting and joining at 29 as shown 
in Fig. 4) to knit the first polymer sheet with the second polymer sheet at the 
reinforcement ribs to form the wall panel 20 (col. 2, lines 53-60). 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on 03/14/2007 with respect to claims 10-14 have 
been considered but not persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that Juaire panel does not form an inner or a 
second sheet having "substantially" smooth central region without ribs over 
"substantially" the entire width and length of the second polymer sheet, examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the applicant. The term "substantially" used in the claim is 
relative and not definite. Fig. 3 of the present application shows that the second sheet 
32 curves up and includes protrusions near the edge and Fig. 4 clearly shows the ribs at 
the top across substantially the entire width. So the bottom sheet o Fig. 1 of Juaire 
shows a part of the second sheet 1 1 in the bottom mold 19 (forming the central door 
panel 31) having a "substantially" smooth central region without ribs over substantially 
the entire width and length of the second sheet. Fig. 4 also shows the bottom sheet (i.e. 
forming the central door panel 31 ) having a substantially smooth central region (the 
portion on the left at the bonding 29) having a "substantially" smooth central region 
without ribs over substantially the entire width.
